December,  1934. 

It  is  with  profound  regret  that  the  Committee  has  to 
report  the  death  of  Mr.  F.  G.  Priestley,  A.C.A.,  which  took 
place  on  the  24th  July.  Mr.  Priestley,  who  was  a  Life 
Governor,  had  acted  as  one  of  the  Honorary  Auditors  of 
the  Hospital  from  1926  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  The 
deaths  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Y.  Cearns,  Mr.  F.  P.  Cross,  J.P.,  Mr.

Appreciation. 
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Of  the  100  beds  and  cots  in  the  Hospital,  a  daily  average 
of  1-7  was  closed  owing  to  infection  in  the  Children’s  Ward, 
leaving  a  daily  average  of  98  .3  open  for  the  admission  of 
patients.  The  average  number  of  beds  occupied  daily  was 
92*7  ;  in  other  words  94  3  per  cent,  of  available  beds  were 
in  constant  use  during  the  year,  as  against  93-4  per  cent, 
during  the  previous  year.  4'hroughout  the  year  there  were 
never  less  than  83  patients  resident,  whilst  on  16  occasions 
there  were  100  or  more  in  the  Wards.  The  number  of 
attendances  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  during-  the  year 
was  70,880,  exceeding  the  number  of  the  previous  year  by 
20,240.  The  Massage  Department  and  the  Casualty  Depart¬ 
ment  with  increases  of  14,604  and  2,453  attendances  res¬ 
pectively,  were  to  a  very  great  extent  responsible  for  this 
large  increase.  The  average  number  of  attendances  of 
each  Out  Patient  was  6-5  as  compared  with  5-1  for  the 
year  1933.  Of  the  1,491  In-Patients  and  10,966  New  Out- 
Patients  who  attended  the  Hospital  during  the  year,  70-4  per 
cent,  were  residents  of  East  Ham. 


The  treatment  of  92  In-Patients  and  194  Out-Patients 
every  day  throughout  the  year,  taxed  the  accommodation  and 
the  equipment  of  the  Hospital  to  their  utmost.  Every  effort 
has  been  made  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  public.  It  was 
not  possible  to  consider  the  provision  of  additional  accommo¬ 
dation  owing  to  lack  of  funds,  but  additional  equipment  in 
the  form  of  a  Portable  X-Ray  apparatus,  a  Medical  Dia¬ 
thermy  apparatus  and  an  additional  Anaesthetic  apparatus, 
was  provided  to  assist  the  Medical  and  Nursing  staffs  in 
dealing  with  the  greatly  increased  number  of  patients.  An 
Assistant  Dispenser  and  an  Assistant  Radiographer  were 
appointed  to  cope  with  the  increased  work  in  those  depart¬ 
ments.  An  additional  Porter  with  full-time  duties  in  the 
Out-Patient  Department,  was  also  appointed.  The  attention 
of  the  Governors  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that  although  the 
Hospital  has  completed  only  six  years  as  a  General  Hospital, 
the  present  accommodation  both  for  In-Patients  and  Out- 
Patients  is  quite  inadequate,  and  that  if  the  further  demands 
of  the  public  are  to  be  met,  a  scheme  of  extension  will  be 
absolutely  imperative. 


The  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  it  continues  to 
receive  from  patients,  most  welcome  evidence  of  appreciation 
of  their  treatment  at  the  Hospital.  Extracts  from  several 
of  the  many  letters  received  in  this  respect  appear  on 
page  19.

further  extend  its  activities  for  the  sick  and  suffering.

NOTES. 

Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  patients  are  admitted  only  on 
the  recommendation  of  a  Medical  Practitioner. 

Patients  are  asked  to  contribute,  according  to  their  means, 
towards  the  cost  of  their  maintenance. 

/ 

The  Hospital  contains  4  single  bed  Private  Wards.  The 
charge  for  these  rooms  is  5  guineas  per  week.  Special  Nurses, 
Laundry,  Massage,  Pathological  and  X-Ray  examinations  or  any 
Special  Treatment  ordered,  are  extra  charges.  In  addition  there 
is  a  fee  for  the  Physician  or  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  case,  the 
amount  of  the  fee  to  be  arranged  with  the  Physician  or  Surgeon 
concerned. 

The  Hospital  also  contains  8  Curtained  Cubicles  (4  Male  and 
4  Female).  The  charge  for  these  cubicles  is  5  guineas  per  week, 
inclusive  of  any  extras  and  Medical  or  Surgical  fees. 

Patients  will  be  seen  in  private  consultation  at  the  Hospital, 
by  members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  at  a  minimum  fee 
of  1  guinea,  exclusive  of  any  special  investigations  that  may  be 
necessary. 

Patients  may  be  visited  by  their  relations  and  friends  on  Thurs¬ 
days,  3-4  p.m.,  and  Sundays,  3-4.30  p.m.  on  production  of  card 
which  may  be  obtained  from  the  ward  sister.  Husbands  may 
visit  their  wives  on  Wednesdays,  8-8.30  p.m.  Special  arrange¬ 
ments  are  made  for  parents  to  visit  their  children. 

Children  under  14  are  not  permitted  to  visit  the  Wards  without 
special  permission. 

Ministers  of  Religion  may  visit  their  parishioners  every  after¬ 
noon  between  3  and  5  p.m.,  and  at  any  other  time  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

No  organisation  or  private  individual  may  use  the  name  of  the 
East  Ham  Memorial  Hospital  for  any  effort  in  collecting  money 
without  permission  of  the  General  Committee,  and  a  Statement 
of  Accounts  of  each  effort  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Hospital  within  a  reasonable  time. 

The  Secretary  will  always  be  pleased  for  the  Hospital  to  be 
shown  to  any  who  are  interested  in  its  work.

Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  lor  the  year  ended 

31st  December,  1934. 

In  presenting-  the  Ninth  Annual  Report,  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  have,  unfortunately,  to  say  that  the  Collections  during  the 
year  amounted  to  less  than  those  in  each,  except  the  first,  of  all 
previous  years.  The  total  for  the  year  was  £613  5s.  9d.,  and  the 
Ward  totals  for  the  year,  and  for  the  eight  years  up  to  the  31st 
December,  1934,  are  as  follows  : —

Further  details  of  the  8  years’  collections  appear  on  page  82. 

The  year’s  total  was  £117  17s.  8d.  less  than  that  of  the  previous 
year,  but  some  part  of  the  deficiency  can  be  attributed  to  the  fact 
that  towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  considerable  number  of  “Home” 
boxes  were  issued  to  houses  at  which  House-to-house  collections 
were  previously  taken,  the  first  quarterly  emptying  of  those  boxes 
not  falling  due  until  after  the  end  of  the  year.  There  was,  how¬ 
ever,  a  disappointing  reduction  in  the  collections  in  all  wards  but 
one,  the  exception  being  Woodgrange,  in  which  the  total  in  1933 
of  £72  14s.  9d.  was  increased  by  £11  18s.  lid.,  an  increase  which 
is  very  creditable  to  the  Ward  Organiser  and  her  collectors. 

The  best  result,  on  a  comparison  with  the  preceding  year,  in 
the  other  Wards  was  in  South,  in  which  the  amount  collected  was 
little  less  and  consequently  the  Ward’s  total  for  the  year  was  the 
fifth  highest,  instead  of  the  seventh  as  in  1933,  and  the  aggregate 
of  the  collections  in  South  Ward  is  shown  by  this  Report  to  exceed 
that  of  Central  Ward,  although  in  the  previous  Report  the  figures 
of  Central  were  better  than  those  of  South. 

It  is  also  worthy  of  mention  that,  as  in  the  previous  year,  the 
collections  in  Wall  End  were  more  than  in  any  other  Ward. 

It  was  a  disappointment  to  the  Committe  that  the  results  in 
several  Wards  continued  to  be  very  small,  and  the  Committee 
would  emphasize  the  particular  need  for  activity  and  help  in  those 
Wards.  It  is  realised  that  only  a  small  number  of  members  feel 
able  to  devote  more  than  a  limited  time  to  taking  weekly  house-to- 
house  collections,  but  the  “Home”  boxes  provide  a  way,  which 
requires  much  less  time,  of  obtaining  increases  in  the  collections, 
and  it  is  hoped  this  will  result  in  assistance  being  forthcoming,. 


both  from  present  members  and  by  an  increased  membership,  to 
improve  the  organisation  of  the  collections  in  those  Wards. 

Notwithstanding  the  continued  reduction  in  the  amounts  col¬ 
lected,  the  Committee  feel  entitled  to  say  that  the  Society  is  un¬ 
doubtedly  one  of  the  best  sources  of  income  to  the  Hospital.  The 
payments  towards  the  Hospital’s  maintenance,  which  at  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  year  amounted  to  £7,000,  were  increased  by 
<£600,  and  it  is  certain  that  the  £7,600  with  which  the  Hospital 
has  thus  been  provided,  during  a  period  of  five  years,  has  been  of 
immense  value  and  contributed  towards  the  increased  facilities  and 
improvements  there  in  recent  years. 

From  the  appended  Statement  of  Accounts  it  will  be  seen  that 
at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Society  had  £54  17s.  in  hand  on  the 
Collection  Account,  that  amount  being  the  difference  between 
£7,654  17s.,  the  total  of  the  Society’s  collections  as  in  the  fore¬ 
going  statement,  and  the  £7,600  paid  to  the  Hospital,  which  shows 
that  there  has  been  strict  adherence  to  the  Society’s  principle  that 
no  part  of  the  collections  shall  be  used  for  expenses.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  think  that  this  feature,  combined  with  the  fact  that  there 
are  no  paid  officials  or  collectors,  justifies  a  claim  that  the  work 
of  the  Society  has  continued  to  be  meritorious  even  though  less 
successful  than  formerly,  but  they  feel  bound  to  say  they  think  a 
special  effort  is  necessary  if  the  Society  is  to  remain  one  of  the 
principal  supporters  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  are  aware  that  there  are  still  a  number  of 
members  obtaining  very  satisfactory  results  by  collecting  regu¬ 
larly  each  week  with  the  House-to-House  boxes,  and  they  wish  to 
encourage  rather  than  to  discourage  that  method  of  collecting, 
but,  because  it  seems  to  be  impossible  to  get  a  sufficient  number 
of  house-to-house  collectors,  they  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
real  improvement  in  the  collections  cannot  be  expected  unless  the 
Society  can  raise  a  substantial  amount  by  means  of  the  ‘‘Home” 
boxes. 

The  Society  has  had  some  help  towards  that  from  both  the 
Mayors  of  the  Borough  in  office  during  the  year,  as  they  each 
issued  letters  of  appeal  to  the  people  of  East  Ham  to  take  boxes 
and  the  result  so  far  has  encouraged  the  Committee  to  think  that 
when  the  appeal  of  the  present  Mayor  has  been  fully  distributed 
the  Society,  and  of  course,  also  the  Hospital,  will  derive  consider¬ 
able  benefit  from  the  “Home”  boxes.  It  must  be  added,  how¬ 
ever,  that  without  further  assistance  the  Society  cannot  secure  the 
utmost  possible  benefit  from  these  boxes  and  the  Committee  earn¬ 
estly  appeal  for  the  required  help. 

Turning  to  the  Working  Expenses  side  of  the  financial  affairs 
of  the  Society,  the  Statement  of  Accounts  shows,  in  the  No.  1 
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Account,  that  there  was  an  excess  of  expenditure  over  income, 
but  as  that  was  caused  partly  by  additional  cost  of  printing-  and 
advertising  incurred  in  connection  with  introducing  the  “Home” 
boxes  and  partly  because  of  increased  expenditure  on  social  events 
arranged  for  the  entertainment  of  members  and  supporters  of  the 
Society,  the  Committee  see  no  occasion  to  regret  that  the  Working 
Expenses  Fund  became  reduced,  especially  as  the  two  donations 
shown  to  have  been  made  by  the  Society  were  a  contributory  cause 
of  the  reduction.  Further,  it  should  be  noted  that  donations  re¬ 
ceived  were  much  less  than  in  the  preceding  year,  when  the  Society 
had  the  benefit  of  a  donation  of  25  guineas  from  the  Mayor’s  Fund, 
and  the  profits  from  social  events  were  also  less,  because  of  the 
before-mentioned  increased  expenditure. 

The  state  of  the  Samaritan  Fund  is  regarded  by  the  Committee 
as  quite  satisfactory.  There  was  a  small  reduction  in  this  Fund 
but  fortunately  the  necessity  for  making  grants  from  it  has  arisen 
only  infrequently  and  the  balance  in  hand  is  therefore  considered 
sufficient  to  enable  the  Society  to  continue  to  carry  out  the  object 
for  which  the  Fund  was  established,  namely  to  give  a  little  assist¬ 
ance  to  any  member  whose  circumstances  may  require  it. 

The  Society’s  arrangement  with  the  Hospital  for  free  treatment 
of  contributors  to  the  collections  when  that  is  desirable,  is  also 
one  of  which  advantage  is  rarely  taken,  but  the  Committee  are 
anxious  that  collectors  and  contributors  should  not  lose  sight  of 
this  benefit  which  can  be  obtained  through  the  Society. 

In  making  the  usual  reference  to  the  Hospital  and  its  work,  the 
Committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that,  as  in  1933,  there  was 
no  deficiency  on  the  maintenance  account  and  they  are  pleased  to 
be  able  to  think  that  some  credit  for  this  is  due  to  the  Society. 
They  are  also  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  improvements  at  the 
Hospital  have  continued,  but  the  work  there  has  increased  to  an 
extent  which,  particularly  in  the  case  of  the  Out-Patients  Depart¬ 
ment,  makes  it  very  necessary  that  there  should  be  further  im¬ 
provements  and  extensions  if  complete  and  efficient  services  are  to 
be  ensured. 

In  reviewing  the  social  events  of  the  year,  the  Committee  feel 
justified  in  beginning  bv  saying  they  were  very  satisfactory.  The 
“New  Year’s  Party”,  a  successful  innovation  in  1933,  was  repeated 
with  even  greater  success  and  the  Annual  Dinner,  again  held  at 
the  Comedy  Restaurant,  was  enjoyable  and  was  noteworthy  be¬ 
cause  the  Plashet  Ward  collectors  were  there  as  guests  of  the 
Society  in  recognition  of  their  collections  having  reached  £1,000. 
Another  annual  event,  the  Outing,  was  a  happy  affair,  the  Society’s 
party  then  paying  a  return  visit  to  Hertingfordbury,  and  a  further 
successful  event  arranged  for  members  and  friends  was  the  End 
of  the  Season  Party. 
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The  usual  events  arranged  to  raise  funds  for  the  Society’s 
expenses,  the  Dance  at  the  Town  Hall  and  the  Durban  House 
Garden  Party,  were  very  successful,  and  profit  was  also  derived 
from  Dances  held  at  St.  Antony’s  Hall,  Forest  Gate,  and  at  the 
Ilford  Palais  de  Danse.  An  American  Tea,  at  the  residence  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  H.  \V.  Owen,  and  arranged  by  the  Catering 
Committee,  gave  pleasure  and  profit,  and  another  Garden  Party, 
in  the  grounds  of  the  Hospital,  was  well  attended  and  included  a 
number  of  the  Society’s  contributors,  who  were  invited  to  give 
them  an  opportunity  of  knowing  something  more  about  the 
Hospital. . 

Before  seeking  to  express  due  thanks  for  the  support  and 
assistance  given  to  the  Society  during  the  year,  the  Committee  has, 
with  very  much  regret,  to  say  that  the  state  of  health  of  the 
Society’s  Chairman,  Mr.  A.  H.  Wiseman,  J.P.,  was  at  the  close 
of  the  year  giving  cause  for  anxiety,  and  that  his  ill-health  has, 
unfortunately,  continued,  and  they  feel  sure  that  every  member 
of  the  Society  will  join  with  them  in  an  expression  of  sympathy  to 
their  Chairman  and  to  Mrs.  Wiseman  and  in  their  hope  that  he 
will  soon  regain  and  for  a  long  time  enjoy  good  health. 

In  placing  on  record  their  appreciation  of  the  assistance  received 
during  the  year,  the  Committee  have  to  thank  the  President,  Lord 
Bethell,  for  kindly  providing  certificates  for  presentation  to  the 
Society’s  contributors.  They  also  thank  all  those  who  are  shown 
by  the  Accounts  to  have  given  donations  and  further  thanks  are 
given  to  one  of  the  donors,  Councillor  H.  B.  Harper,  J.P.,  for  an 
interesting  address  given  by  him  at  the  Society’s  Annual  Meeting. 
Thanks  are  also  due  and  are  given  to  Mr.  Douglas  Hemmings  for 
his  kindness  and  help  in  allocating  to  the  Society  a  share  of  the 
profit  from  one  of  his  entertainments. 

1  he  Commitee  acknowledge  indebtedness  to  Alderman  W.  W. 
Bagot,  J.P.,  for  the  offers  of  assistance  made  by  him  whilst  the 
Mayor,  which  resulted  in  a  “Mayor’s  Appeal”  being  made  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  “Home”  boxes  and  also  for  the  interest  he  took 
in  the  Society  during  his  term  of  office.  They  offer  their  grateful 
thanks  to  him  and  also  to  the  present  Mayor,  Alderman  T.  W. 
Burden,  J.P.,  who  readily  consented  to  supplement  the  appeal  of 
his  predecessor  and  w'ho  in  other  ways  has  shown  his  appreciation 
of  the  work  of  the  Society  and  his  readiness  to  assist  it. 

To  the  artistes  and  to  other  friends  of  the  Society  who  con¬ 
tributed  towards  the  success  of  the  two  Parties  and  the  Garden 
Parties  the  Committee  express  their  gratitude,  and  they  thank  the 
General  Committee  for  the  use  of  the  Board  Room  for  meetings, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Hospital,  Mr.  N.  A.  Papworth,  J.P.,  for 
his  interest  in  and  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  Society,  the 
Hospital  Secretary  for  his  co-operation  and  assistance,  and  the 
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“Stratford  Express’’  and  “East  Ham  Echo”  for  services  in  the 
form  of  publicity. 

The  Committee  desire  to  assure  the  contributors  to  the  collec¬ 
tions  that  their  support  is  highly  valued  and  appreciated,  and  that 
its  continuance  is  solicited  with  the  hope  that  it  will  be  given  on 
the  ground  that  the  Society  has  deserved  it  by  the  help  it  has  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  giving  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  find  it  difficult  adequately  to  express  their 
thanks  to  the  collectors,  for  they  recognise  that  their  share  in  the 
work  of  the  Society  is  the  vital  part  of  it.  They  desire  to  assure 
all  the  collectors  that  they  are  very  grateful  for  their  help  and  they 
trust  all  collectors  will  be  able  to  feel  that  they  should  continue 

their  efforts  which  in  the  past  have  been  the  means  of  doing  so 

much  good.  The  Committee  are  also  grateful  to  the  Ward 
Organisers  and  their  Supervisors  for  their  services  in  positions 
which  at  times  must  seem  to  be  both  difficult  and  discouraging, 
and  they  hope  that  by  their  further  efforts  the  Organisers  and 
Supervisors  will  achieve  such  success  as  will  dispel  the  feelings  of 
difficulty  and  discouragement. 

To  the  members  of  the  subsidiary  Committees  and  to  the 
Officers,  the  Committee  also  offer  thanks,  especially  to  the  Social 
Committee,  the  Catering  Committee,  the  Hon.  Financial  Secretary 
(Mr.  F.  W.  Day),  and  the  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  A.  L.  Waller). 

The  work  of  those  Committees  and  Officers  has  been  particularly 

valuable  and  that  tribute  is  especially  applicable  in  the  case  of  the 
Hon.  Secretary,  who  continued  to  devote  a  very  great  deal  of  his 
time  and  to  take  endless  trouble  to  further  the  interests  of  the 
Society  and  to  do  all  the  work  which  is  entailed  by  his  position 
so  that,  as  the  Committee  gratefully  acknowledge  was  the  case, 
it  should  give  the  utmost  satisfaction.

Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ended 

31st  January,  1935, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  a  brief  report  of  the  activities 
of  the  Ladies’  Aid  Committee  for  the  year  ended  31st  January, 
1935.  This  task  has  fallen  to  my  lot  owing  to  the  regrettable 
resignation,  owing  to  ill-health,  of  Mrs.  L.  B.  Odling,  J.P.,  who 
had  been  Secretary  of  the  Committee  since  its  formation.  Another 
valued  Officer  found  it  necessary  for  the  same  reason  to  resign 
office  and  I  refer  to  the  Treasurer,  Mrs.  F.  Smith,  but  we  are 
delighted  that  both  Mrs.  Odling  and  Mrs.  Smith  have  agreed  to 
help  by  remaining  as  active  Members  of  the  Committee,  we  are 
also  fortunate  in  that  Mrs.  E.  K.  Robinson  has  been  elected  and 
consented  to  act  as  Treasurer. 

During  the  year  a  series  of  Whist  Drives  were  held  in  the 
Minor  Hall,  Town  Hall,  the  receipts  amounting  to  T66  12s.  5d.  ; 
this  is  certainly  most  gratifying  and  the  support  given  was  most 
pleasing,  but  the  success  was  greatly  added  to  by  the  kind  donors 
of  Prizes,  to  whom,  one  and  all,  we  express  our  sincere  thanks, 
for  not  one  single  Prize  had  to  be  purchased  during  the  whole 
season. 

The  Annual  Dance  held  in  March  was  certainly  a  great  success 
and  here  I  desire  to  express  thanks  to  the  whole  Committee  for 


their  most  generous  co-operation.  Amongst  the  large  company 
present  were  the  President  of  the  Hospital,  Lord  Bethell  accom¬ 
panied  by  Lady  Bethell,  His  Worship  the  Mayor  of  East  Ham 
and  the  Mayoress,  Mr.  Aid.  W.  Bagot,  J.P.  and  Mrs.  Bagot, 
The  Deputy  Mayor  and  Deputy  Mayoress,  Mr.  Coun.  Fell  and 
Mrs.  Fell,  the  Members  of  Parliament,  Lt.  Col.  Mayhew  and 
Mrs.  Mayhew,  Mr.  Campbell  Johnston  and  Mrs.  Campbell  John¬ 
ston  ;  their  support  certainly  gave  us  great  heart. 

Lady  Bethell  once  again  kindly  consented  to  act  as  Hostess 
at  our  American  Tea ;  this  was  held  in  May,  and  we  thank  the 
Management  Committee  of  the  Hospital  for  the  loan  of  the 
magnificent  grounds,  and  we  also  thank  the  Clerk  of  the  Weather 
who  sent  us  such  a  delightful  Summers  Day,  all  adding  to  the 
success  of  the  Tea  which  realised  a  profit  of  over  £20. 

On  the  Balance  Sheet  will  be  noticed  an  item  of  9s.  4d. 
Victorian  Coppers ;  this  is  a  new  scheme  just  started  whereby  the 
members  of  the  Committee  have  agreed  to  look  through  their 
coppers  which  they  have  had  in  change,  at  least  once  a  day, 
then  all  coppers  on  which  is  the  Head  of  Queen  Victoria  are 
saved  and  then  handed  in  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital,  but 
I  should  like  to  stress  to  anyone  who  reads  this  report  that  if  they 
desire  to  join  the  scheme  we  shall  be  most  thankful  for  their 
coppers  which  will  be  gratefully  acknowledged. 

There  is  one  note  of  sadness  I  must  refer  to,  and  that  is  to 
record  the  death  of  a  staunch  helper  of  the  Hospital  and  much 
beloved  member  of  the  Committee,  the  late  Mrs.  A.  Maynard. 
“Ours  is  the  Loss.” 

In  conclusion  may  I,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee,  extend  our 
congratulations  to  Mrs:  Dennison  on  her  election  to  the  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  of  the  Hospital ;  we  know  she  will  be  a  great 
asset  to  them. 

Personally,  I  must  cordially  thank  the  whole  of  the  Ladies’  Aid 
Committee  for  the  whole-hearted  co-operation  they  have  given 
to  me  during  my  first  year  as  Secretary,  the  success  of  the  year 
has  been  entirely  due  to  the  splendid  team  work  ;  thus  we  have 
been  enabled  to  hand  over  to  the  Hospital  a  cheque  for  £100,  a 
total  of  £5,450  since  the  formation  of  the  Committee. 

And  now  with  a  continuance  of  the  help  to  which  I  have 
already  referred,  I  look  forward  to  a  year  of  pleasurable  labour 
for  the  cause  which  we  one  and  all  have  so  dear  at  heart.

Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ended 

31st  December,  1934. 

This  Report  is  presented  in  the  earnest  hope  that  all  short¬ 
coming's  may  be  judged  as  kindly  as  possible,  because  before  the 
“Little  Ship”,  so  quaintly  conjured  up  before  us  in  last  year’s 
report,  had  quite  completed  the  voyage,  she  had  dropped  her  old 
Pilot  and  taken  on  a  new  one  who  was  more  or  less  ignorant  of 
the  uncharted  sea  oxer  which  it  sailed.  However,  the  new  Pilot 
has  done  her  best  to  steer  the  ship  safely  into  port,  and  trusts 
that  the  account  of  the  voyage  may  be  fairly  correct.  Indeed, 
she  came  on  board  at  the  Annual  Meeting  last  year  as  the  “pur¬ 
ser”  and  now  finds  herself  for  the  time  being  in  the  dual  capacity 
of  purser  and  pilot.  As  the  responsibility  is  rather  heavy  she 
trusts  that  any  omissions  or  mistakes  will  be  pardoned. 

The  Annual  Meeting  was  held  on  the  27th  February,  1934. 
Mrs.  Cahill  presided,  and  was  supported  on  the  platform  by  the 
Mayoress  (Mrs.  Bagot)  who  apologised  for  the  absence  of  the 
Mayor,  by  Lord  Bethell,  who  brought  greetings  and  regrets  from 
Lady  Bethell  that  illness  prevented  her  from  being  present,  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Flospital  Committee,  Mr.  Papworth,  and  Mrs. 
Papworth,  the  Vice-Chairman,  Mr.  Sutton,  Matron,  the  Secretary, 
Mr.  Perry,  and  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Cahill,  and  also  the  officers  of 
the  Manor  Park  Branch.  Despite  the  fact  that  she  was  just  re¬ 
covering  from  a  severe  illness,  the  President  moved  the  adoption 
of  the  Report  in  a  very  happy  little  speech,  in  which  she  expressed 
her  thanks  and  gratitude  to  everyone  who  had  helped  in  the  work 
of  the  Linen  League  throughout  the  year.  Mrs.  Bardsley-Cragg 
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seconded  the  adoption  of  the  Report  and  it  was  carried  unan¬ 
imously. 

Thereafter  a  programme  of  musical  items  contributed  by  Mrs. 
Read,  Miss  Dilys  Thomas  (who  deputised  for  Mrs.  Boultwood), 
and  by  Mr.  Owen,  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Childs,  was  carried  out, 
interspersed  by  short  speeches  from  the  Mayoress,  the  Chairman 
and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Hospital  Committee,  and  from  Mr. 
Cahill,  the  Treasurer. 

All  these  speakers  paid  tribute  to  the  splendid  work  which  was 
being  done  by  the  Linen  League  for  the  Hospital,  and  expressed 
their  sincere  good  wishes  for  its  continued  growth  and  success. 

The  Secretary  made  a  business  statement  to  the  effect  that 
Mrs.  Campbell  had  been  elected  by  the  Committee  as  Assistant 
Hon.  Treasurer  to  relieve  Mrs.  Norman  of  some  of  the  cares  of 
her  office.  Mrs.  Campbell  was  then  publicly  welcomed  by  the 
President,  and  expressed  her  willingness  to  carry  out  her  duties 
faithfully.  An  omnibus  vote  of  thanks  was  moved  and  seconded 
by  the  Officers  of  the  Manor  Park  Branch,  and  heartily  responded 
to  by  all  present. 

Before  the  refreshments  (which  are  always  carried  out  by  our 
very  efficient  Tea  Committee)  were  served,  the  gifts  of  money 
tabulated  in  the  financial  statement  were  handed  to  the  President, 
amid  the  enthusiasm  of  the  whole  meeting. 

In  such  manner  the  year  1934  opened  for  the  Linen  League, 
and  it  has  been  a  year  of  hard  and  unremitting  toil,  both  on  the 
part  of  those  gallant  members  who  strive  so  strenuously  to  bring 
in  the  money  which  makes  it  possible  to  carry  on  the  work,  and 
on  the  part  of  all  the  members  who  attend  so  faithfully  each 
Tuesday  afternoon  to  do  the  work — to  sew  and  knit  and  work  the 
machines  in  order  to  fashion  the  many  different  kinds  of  articles 
which,  week  by  week,  are  sent  in  to  the  Hospital.  Special  thanks 
are  due  to  Mrs.  Fennell  and  Mrs.  Bardsley-Cragg,  the  latter  for 
her  work  as  Supervisor,  and  the  former  for  the  many  hours  she 
stands  at  the  table  cutting  out  the  various  garments.  The  work 
is  never-ending,  and  there  is  room  for  many  more  ladies  at  our 
work  tables  and  all  who  would  care  to  join  our  busy  Tuesday 
afternoon  meetings  will  be  cordially  welcomed. 

While  we  carry  on  the  work  so  steadily,  we  do  not  neglect  the 
social  side  of  the  League’s  activities,  and  so  in  the  summer  we 
planned  our  Annual  Outing,  which  took  place  in  June.  Two 
coaches  took  many  members  and  their  friends  to  Southsea.  We 
were  favoured  with  good  weather,  and  at  the  end  of  the  long 
coach  ride  we  were  all  quite  ready  to  partake  of  the  excellent 
lunch  which  was  served  in  the  Savoy  Cafe.  During  lunch  a 
telegram  conveying  greetings  was  received  from  the  President, 
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who  was  unable  to  accompany  us,  and  a  telegram  was  dispatched 
to  her  in  return.  After  lunch  the  party  split  up  and  all  wandered 
oft  to  enjoy  themselves  in  their  several  ways  until  6  p.m.,  when 
we  met  again  to  get  ready  for  the  homeward  journey.  Through 
the  generosity  of  Miss  Wilson  the  coaches  were  parked  in  the 
yard  of  the  Cafe  so  that  we  had  no  long  walk  to  reach  them,  as 
so  often  happens. 

During  the  year,  the  Social  Committee  ran  two  very  successful 
Whist  Drives,  which  is  not  a  very  easy  task  in  these  days  when 
so  many  societies  are  running  these  drives  for  their  own  particular 
funds,  and  in  this  connection  we  thank  both  Mrs.  Poulten  and 
Mrs.  Lunn  for  their  private  efforts  in  this  way.  As  usual,  the 
Tea  Committee  has  rendered  good  service — not  only  in  providing 
for  our  creature  comforts  during  the  year,  but  by  handing  over  a 
substantial  sum  to  swell  the  funds. 

It  has  been  already  indicated  that  a  change  in  the  personnel 
of  the  officials  of  the  Linen  League  has  taken  place.  The  triennial 
election  of  Officers  and  Committee  took  place  in  November,  and 
the  result  of  that  election  is  shown  by  the  names  printed  at  the 
beginning  of  this  report.  For  the  first  time  we  have  a  Vice- 
President  and  we  have  tried  to  show  our  appreciation  of  Mrs. 
Poulten  \s  untiring  labours  for  the  benefit  of  the  Linen  League  by 
inviting  her  unanimously  to  fill  that  position.  Unfortunately  we 
have  lost  some  of  our  oldest  members — some  who  were  pioneers 
in  the  work  of  the  Linen  League.  Miss  Wilson  and  Mrs.  Norman, 
the  late  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  have  retired  after  fourteen  years’ 
faithful  service,  and  one  or  two  Committee  members  have  also 
fallen  out  after  the  same  length  of  service.  That  they  will  be 
missed  from  our  ranks  goes  without  saying,  as  they  were  all  live 
wires  and  active  members  in  our  midst.  It  is  hardly  too  much 
to  say  that  the  Linen  League  owes  its  success  almost  entirely  to 
the  personality  and  organising  ability  of  Miss  Wilson,  and  the 
responsible  and  sometimes  arduous  task  of  d  reasurer  was  ably 
and  courageously  carried  out  by  Mrs.  Norman.  Our  best  thanks 
and  good  wishes  go  with  them  in  their  retirement,  and  we  know 
that  their  thoughts  remain  with  us  to  encourage  and  help  us  to 
carry  on. 

The  financial  statement  as  it  appears  in  the  report  speaks  for 
itself  and  there  is  no  need  to  comment  upon  it,  except  to  thank 
most  cordially  all  the  collectors  who  have  brought  in  so  much 
money  this  year  when  money  is  hard  to  get,  and  once  more  we 
have  to  pay  tribute  to  Mrs.  Poulten  for  the  splendid  sum  of 
T66  18s.  brought  into  the  funds  by  her  during  the  course  of  the 
year.  Her  labours  for  the  good  of  the  Linen  League  are  unending 
and  we  owe  her  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude.  The  new  Treasurer, 
Miss  Olley,  will  find  the  collectors  faithful  friends  and  co-operators, 
and  we  look  forward  to  a  prosperous  year  in  1935. 


Little  remains  now  but  to  render  our  very  sincere  thanks  to 
all  those  who  have  helped  our  Linen  League  in  any  way  whatever, 
and  in  particular  we  tender  grateful  thanks  to  Mr.  Cahill  who  so 
kindly  allows  us  to  meet  for  our  work  in  the  Harmonic  Hall,  and 
to  Mr.  D  C.  Manson  for  his  kindness  in  carrying  out  the  neces¬ 
sary  audit  of  our  accounts.  We  thank  too  our  good  friend  Mr. 
Sutton,  who  is  always  ready  and  willing  to  help  in  every  possible 
way,  and  Matron,  who  comes  in  as  often  as  she  can  to  help  us 
with  a  few  words  of  advice  and  encouragement.  We  thank  then 
everybody  who  has  helped  us,  and  we  conclude  this  report  with 
an  earnest  appeal  for  more  workers  and  for  the  continued  support 
of  all  those  who  subscribe  to  the  funds  of  the  Linen  League.
